The best forms of monumental inscriptions are brief, and so arranged that they will convey 
at a glance the meaning of the record that is preserved on the stone. In explanation, we show on 
this page a few examples of arrangement. These can be varied slightly, but the forms shown are 
accepted as the standard for this class of work.
